If you want to look
at blin that way. as is his brother Ac-r-l

ptter, surnamed velox. This bird is
Just ss daring as the kharp shinned,
and tkelng somewhat larger is sble to
attack successfully larger irey. Dr.
A. K. Fisher, the foreuuist American
suthoritT on the birds of prey, has this
to say about the freebooter under dis-
cussion :

"Cooper's hawk, which resembles
the sharp shinned hawk closely In
everything eicept else, la les north-
ern In Its distribution. . . . The
food of this hawk, like that of Its
smaller congener, consists almost en-

tirely of wild birds and poultry, though
from its superior slse and strength It
is able to cope aucrewsfully with much
larger birds, and hence Is much more
to be dreaded. . , . Tbe flight of
this Sieclea Is very rapid. Irregular,
aud usually Is carried at no great bright
from the ground. In all these particu-
lars closely resembling that of the
sharp shiuned hawk."

American birds of prey is the
